IS $181,000 AND 
CASH ON HAND 
ABOUT 513.000 


Treasury Balance of $79,000 
Reported in Annual Statement 


Included Unpaid Dues and 
Furniture at Purchase Price 


Terms of Settlement With Law 
Firm Learned by Billboard 


New York, July 3.—The total in- 
debtedness of the White Rats Actors’ 
Union approximates $181,000, and not 
a mere $71,000, as reported in the an- 
nual statement of the treasurer, read 
at the annual international meeting 
two weeks ago. Furthermore, the 
actual cash balance on hand amounts 
to just $13,000, instead of a cash bal- 
ance of $79,000, as claimed in the 
treasurer's report. These are facts, 
and The Billboard challenges Harry 
Mountford and the clique of wreckers 
to disprove the statement. 

In compiling the annual statement 
The Billboard has ascertained that 
in the matter of “cash on hand,” in 
addition to the $13,000, which really 
represents the cash on hand of both 
the White Rats and the White Rats’ 
Realty Company, the bookkeeping 
department, as is customary with 
bookkeepers, compiled as “cash on 
hand” all resources, such as unpaid 
dues (which, by the way, are not 
likely to realize ten cents on the dol- 
lar) and the White Rat furniture, fig- 
ured in at the original price, but which 
today is hardly worth fifty cents on 
the dollar. 

In view of the Rats’ own admission 
in the annual report that it is costing 
the order approximately $12,000 a 
month for current operating expenses, 
it can readily be seen that the $13,000 
balance, which is included in accounts 
in three separate banks, will quickly 
be wiped out. 

Regarding the indebtedness of the 
order, it develops that the $71,000 in- 
debtedness claimed in the report is 
solely what might be termed “imme- 
diate debts,” and does not take in 
loans made from banks and from in- 
dividual members, but which must be 
paid before the Rats can say they are 
free from debt, Incidentally, it does 
not represent the debt on the club- 
house in Forty-sixth street, which is 
included in the indebtedness of the 
White Rats’ Realty Company. 

So there you are, Mr. White Rat. 
Once again the clique has endeavored 
to becloud issues, and pull the wool 
over your eyes, trusting in your oath 
to “obey implicitly those in command.” 
The Billboard has right along insisted 
that the members of the White Rat

Schaefer and Thomas Saxe 


New York, July 1.—Largely through 
the untiring efforts of Marcus Loew, 
the New York “pop” vaudeville mag- 
nate, and with the able assistance of 
Walter J. Keefe, well-known Chicago 
and New York booking man, details 
have just been completed for a Coast- 
to-Coast vaudeville circuit, the ar- 
rangement including the Marcus Loew 
circuit of theaters in the East, the 


Miles Circuit and individual houses in 


the Middle West and the Pantages 
chain of theaters in the Far West and 
on the Pacific Coast. 

Theaters representing a total in- 
vestment of approximately $10,000,- 
000 are included in the new booking 
arrangement, which is expected to be 
put into effect early in the fall. Also 
associated with the combination are 
the Jones, Linick & Schaefer theaters 
in Chicago, the Thomas Saxe houses 
in Milwaukee and playhouses in nu- 
merous other cities, the whole com- 
bining a circuit of approximately 
forty-two consecutive weeks or prac- 
tically a full year’s work for the 
vaudeville performer. 

Under the new arrangement acts 
will hereafter be routed for the entire 
Coast-to-Coast trip, the bookings be- 
ing so arranged that it will carry the 
artists out and back.

No. 7—Robert and Lawrence Ward gained a 
few laughs while doing their patter and songs. 
They are offering the same material as they 
have for many seasons, and should secure new 
gags. Their dancing was received with fair ap- 
preciation. They have done much better on other 
occasions. Fourteen minutes, in one; two bows. 

No. 8—Sophie Tucker and her Five Kings of 
Syncopation pulled down the hit of the afternoon 
with what might be called vaudeville’s greatest 
entertainment. Miss Tucker was in splendid 
voice, and her boys surely did themselves credit. 
A demonstration greeted them that is seldom wit- 
nessed anywhere. Miss Tucker has a piece of 
Droperty that is bound to add to her many lau- 
rels. Twenty-six minutes; open in one, then to 
three; a dozen bows, stopping the show com- 
pletely. 

No. 9—Bert Fitzgibbon, accompanied by his 
broomstick and straw hat, proceeded to gain for 
himself the trademark of the daffiest of all daffy- 
ills. Fitzgibbon knows the art well of gain- 
ing laughs, and was in good humor today. For 
a finish he employed the assistance of a man and 
woman, seated in different parts of the house, 
to do some plugging for him, which he did not 
need. Why an artist of the Fitzgibbon type 
should resort to these methods is hard to figure. 
Twenty-two minutes, in one; five bows. 

No. 10—The Act Beautiful; presented by wu - 
lam Edgirettu. This is one of the most beau- 
tifal animal posing acts in the show business. 
The dogs and horse are trained to the minute, 
and surely posed for many pretty pictures. Very 
few left the auditorinm while this act was on 
view. Thirteen minutes, in three; special drap- 
eries; two curtains.

New York, July 3.—Possibly it was the heat, or possibly it was the 
slowness in filling up the house that caused it. It might be called lassitude, 
ennui or unenergeticness. Whatever you call it, it was there for an hour from 
the time the overture. started. After that they warmed up a bit. Even the 
Mexican war pictures, with all the kind applause and patriotic stuff, couldn’t 
get a rise during the first heat. 


No. 1—Pathe Weekly. Twelve minutes. 


No. 2—Everest’s Comedy Circus, with its simian performers and orches- 
tra, under ordinary circumstances proved a continuous mirth-provoker. 
This afternoon the monkey musicians got but a few laughs, not near what 
they were entitled to, though no fault of theirs. Fifteen minutes. 


No. 3— Willie Solar worked his facial muscles and his vocal cords in 
an endeavor to loosen them up, but it remained for his legs to send a 
semblance of life through the house. They just appeared to be awakening to 
the fact that the show so far had been more than good and that signs of a 
little appreciation were about due, so Willie had to bow numerous acknowl- 
edgments. Nine minutes. 


No. 4—During the spring season the Palace has had a surfeit of panto- 
mimic dancers. Now comes Miss Evan-Burrows Fontaine, assisted by Ken- 
neth Harlan and a chorus, which is termed “Decorative Dance Pantomimes, 
Including Hawaiian, Egyptian, Greek and East Indian.” Everything good 
must be said for the offering. The dancers possess grace, ability, pulchri- 
tude and curves, the latter much in evidence. Miss Fontaine is versatile, 
as is also Mr. Harlan. The scenic appurtenances are as complete as they 
are pleasing to the eye. The act will enhance any bill. Twenty-five minutes. 


No. 5—Clark and Verdi have a style all their own in their Italian char- 
acterizations. They both have a keen sense of humor and make every point 
count, and their fifteen minutes were immensely enjoyed. 


No. 6—Alexander Carr -and Company presented An April Shower, in 
the writing whereof he had the collaboration of Edgar Allan Woolf. The 
story is most human, giving Mr. Carr wonderful opportunity for displaying 
his histrionic ability; while the plot is a trifle threadbare, concerning the em- 
bezzling of funds by the fiance of Goodman Carr’s niece, and Goodman giv- 
ing his all to keep the young man from being disgraced, thereby insuring the 
nappiness of the niece. Thirty minutes, with a supplementary two-minute 
recitation by Mr. Carr as an encore. 


5 INTERMISSION 
No. 7—Nellie V. Nichols blossoms forth as an actress in addition 
to being a songstress. During the course of one of her Italian story 
songs the curtain is raised, presenting a set with a male actor, and Miss 


Nichols enacts with him the scene she has just started to describe in 
song. It made a big hit, as did her other efforts. Twenty-five minutes. 


No. 8—Fritzi Scheff was accorded a hearty reception; warbled for 
seventeen minutes, and bowed her acknowledgments. They seemed to expect 
more from the Viennese prima donna and seemed disappointed. 


No. 9—For their third week George White and 
Lucille Cavanaugh repeated their former successes 
with interest. This charming and capable couple pre- 
sented six numbers, their regular routine, each effort 


registering very highly. Seventeen minutes. 
No. 10—The Follies D'Amour is a posing act invented by Chas. F. De- 
Soria, and may be classed as the premier in this class of acts. The slides 


are wonderful works of art, and the offering had no difficulty in holding the 
house until the finale. Seven minutes.—MACK. 


Majestic, Chicago 


(Reviewed Monday Matinee, July 3) 


Chicago, July 3.—Headed by Marie Cahill there 
is a well-balanced bill at the Majestic for the 
current week. Paul McCarty and Elsie Faye 
also registered a solid hit in a Herbert Moore 
sketch, entitled Suicide Garden. A slight change 
was made in the billing, and Sam Barton, 
scheduled to open the show, closed instead. 
Sonia Baraban and Chas. Grohs, billed for that 
spot, did not appear. 

No, 1—Pictures. Twenty minutes. 

No. 2—Harry Antrim and Betsy Vale captured 
their audience with the first number, a tele- 
phone song, with Miss Vale singing from a box, 
and held them throughout. Their chatter and 
singing pleased, especially the novelty numbers. 
Antrim is a good comedian, and his violin bit 
went big. Eighteen minutes, in one; two 
bows, 

No. 3—Knight and Day, as presented by John 
Gordon and Company, posses es a fair amount of 
comedy. It is a case of swapping wives via 
the divorce court route, a later meeting of the 
quartette, recriminations and another swap. 
Twelve minutes, full stage; two curtains. 

No. 4—Dorothy Toye, the girl with two grand 
opera voices, soprano and tenor, rendered three 
numbers, all of which pleased. These served 
to show the great control she has over her voice 
and the ability to change the pitch. Ten min- 
utes, in one; two bows. 

No. 5—Paul McCarty and Elsie Faye regis- 
tered the first hit of the afternoon in one of 
Herbert Moore’s musical farces, entitled Suicide 
Garden. The name sounds a bit gruesome, but 
nothing could be funnier than the plot itself. 
It is one bright, breezy, laughable farce from 
start (that is, as soon as the principals have re- 
lieved each other of poison and gun) to finish.

MOUNTFORD’S NEMESIS STILL CAMPING ON 
IIS TRAIL 
Editor The Billboard, 


Sir—1 have purposely withheld certain infor- 
mation, feeling that a proper time should event- 
ually roll around at which to release it. I think 
the time is now at band. 

1 bave been engaged in conferences with com- 
mittees of White ts, Equity Association and 
the Actors’ Society, in conjunction with the 
representatives of the American Federation of 
Labor, for the purpose of bringing about a sat- 
isfactory organization of vaudeville actors which 
would mean results. have refrai from any 
criticism, and have tried to wait patiently un- 
tn some measure of success would be obtained, 
but I have fond that White Rats committees 
were all Mountford and that the organization 
cannot as yet see its way clear to do its bus- 
iness as all other organizations, 1. e., by allow- 
ing others in its membership to have a gay in 
its affairs. And as Mr. Mountford, at the last 
hearing, showed that it is not a question of or- 
ganization, but rather Harry Mountford fighting 
to get as much as he can from the actors of 
this country, I intend to show him in his proper 
light, and if the actors of America can stand 
for his game then there fs no hope in the future 
for the White Rats Actors’ Union of America. 

I hold a letter of Harry Mountford’s, written 
to Samuel Gompers, the president of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor, on September 30, 1913, 
in which he makes serious charges against Junie 
McCree, Geo.

INTERSTATE COMMERCE 
RECORDS 


Present Conclusive Evidence That Show 
People Are Not Unfair 


‘Washington, July 3.—The records of the In- 
terstate Commerce Commigaioner, which are 
overflowing with complaints and petitions charg- 
ing discrimination against railroad rates, put 
into effects by the carriers, and asking new 
ruling under which more favorable rates could 
be accorded, it is interesting to note, contain 
but one or two references to alleged unfair 
treatment by the railroads of proprietors of 
circuses, theatrical companies, minstrel troupes, 
etc, While this does not indicate by any means 
that such proprietors are not ‘‘getting it in the 
neck with unfailing regularity from railroad 
managements, yet it does indicate that pro- 
prietors of such amusement institutions are 
failing to take that advantage which numerous 
others ure taking of opportunities for relief at 
the hands of the Commission. 

Under regulations issued by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, to be specific, Rule 63, 
date, March 31, 1911, the Commission sets forth 
conditions under which the railroads may make 
special rates, without observing the formality 
of extended notice, to circuses and other amuse- 
ments organizations, This takes in, of course, 
private cars, both passenger and freight, be- 
longing to such organizations, 

Under Rule 63 the Commission holds that the 
act to regulate commerce as amended June 20, 
1905, applies to the transportation of circuses 
and other show outfits, but the Commission, 
recognizing the ‘‘peculiar nature“ of this traffic 
and the difficulty of establishing rates thereon 
in advance of shippers’ request, describing the 
character and volume of the traffic offered, has 
made this general order authorizing carriers to 
establish fair and just rates on such traffic. 

Therefore, it is up to the railroads to do the 
latter, and if they fail so to do, the amusement 
proprietors, that they may be protected, should 
pay unfair rates only under protest, and they 
also should take and retain receipts for the 
amounts so paid. Then, if the amounts involved 
justify, action should be filed with the Com- 
mission, setting forth ground for complaint and 
asking reparation. 

Four complaints only of such character, such 
complaints having been confined to rates exacted 
for the movement of private passenger and bag- 
gage cars, are on the records of the Commission 
as having been adjudicated. These four com- 
plaints were filed by Pat. Chappelle, owner and 
manager of a theatrical and minstrel troupe 


operated under the name of A Rabbit's Foot 


Company, years ago, and they were lodged 
against the Louisville & Nashville Railroad Com- 
pany, the Central of Georgia Railway Company, 
the Illinois Central Railroad Company and the 
Atlantic Coast Line Railroad Company, respect- 
ively. The complaints were combiued, and one 
opinion rendered covering all of them. The gist 
of this opinion was as follows: 

Minimum rates exacted for the movement of 
private passenger and baggage cars not found un- 
reasonable. 

“The tents, poles, seats and other equipment 
of a theatrical and minstrel troupe, provided the 
same can be loaded into an ordinary baggage car, 
are held to be baggage under the rules governing 
the movement of private baggage and passenger 
cars. 

In the absence of specific limitation, a private 
baggage car which contains a stove must be 
transported at the rate properly applicable to 
private baggage cars; the rate on combination 
cars is inapplicable.” 

This case was decided June 2, 1910, and there 
has been no complaint or decision along this 
Une touching this particular practice since. 
However, during the more than six years which 
have intervened since that opinion was rendered 
many and vital changes have been made in 
connection with principles established in con- 
nection with other questions by the Commission, 
and it is possible that some of these principles 
laid down might be of value to proprietors of 
amusement organizations should occasion arise 
under which they might feel justified in appeal- 
ing to the Commission. 


NAT HYAMS DIES 

Nat Hyams, 76, at one time prominent in the- 
atrical affairs, died Saturday at his home in Cin- 
cinnati. 

Mr. Hyams, half a century ago, was manager 
of the National Theater in Cincinnati, and also 
at one time was connected with the Woods 
Theater, Mozart Hall and the old Vine Street 
Opera House. He was also a performer, having 
appeared on the stage wfth his wife. 

Mr. Hyams was prominent in fraternal organ- 
izations, being Grand Regent of the Royal Ar- 
canum of Ohio, a member of the Masonic Lodge 
and an Odd Fellow. 

Surviving Mr. Hyame are a widow and three 
daughters, 


OLD THEATER CLOSES 


St. Louls, July 1.—The lease on the old 
Olympic Theater here will not be renewed when 
it expires in September. The house was built 
in 1850, and was remodeled in 1866, For thirty 
years it waa operated without an unprofitable 
season, It has a seating capacity of 2,200, The 
St. James Hotel, in the same building, closes 
today. 


ALHAMBRA THEATER 
Slices Rent To Get a Tenant 


Chicago, June %0.—The Alhambra Theater, 
one of the city's old popular playhouses, is be- 
ing advertised for rent, after being dark for 
a long period. It was probably due to the big 
rent that was asked by the owners that the 
house remained idle at all, as the Alhambra 
es just outside of the heart of Chicago on 
State street. The owners were induced to lower 
the rental, and it is thought that the present 
agents, John R. Magill & Co., will have no 
trouble in renting at the present figure, which 


is exceptionally low. The house was recently P 


remodeled and redecorated, and has a seating 
capacity of 1,230; 756 on the main floor. The 
location should be ideal for vaudeville or motion 
pictures, The Alhambra had a big run in the 
old melodrama and stock days, and was always 
a good paying proposition.

We have been doing our very utmost for over 
eight months trying to get the other side“ of 
the case—printing every scrap of stuff sent us 
by White Rats, no matter how abusive to our- 
selves; begging others to kick in, striving in 
every way to present both sides of the case, and 
now, by i-nplication, we are charged by Mr. 
Budzileni with barring White Kats. 

It is not so. 

They are free to enter the discussion—wel- 
come as the flowers in spring or the pay envelope 


on Saturday. 
We start with Mr. Budzileni’s letter. Here 
Chicago, June 27, 1916. 


it is: 
Editor The Billboard: 

Your very liberal offer to the Actors’ Equity 
Association to discuss the merits of their pro 
posed affiliation with the American Federation 
of Labor through the columns of The Billboard 
is most commendable and deserving of unatinted 
praise, but I believe that a spirit of fairness 
should prompt you to give the vaudeville a 
an equal opportunity to get educated on 
true 2 of united action. 

No doubt ‘yy * feel 2 convinced that you 
have already done so through the Forum.“ 
but if you will look over the len you will find 
that, while it was originally intended to unravel 
a most vexatious problem, it turned out to be 
not hing more or less than an acrimonious debate 
that dealt mostly in recriminations, and de- 
came so absolu rt per y that you were com- 
pelled to call alt discontinue it. 

Even at that it did a vast amount of 
it exposed the ruttenness of centralizat!on mete 
oda und started the artists thinking. but, taken 
all in all, there was very little of an ninmina ting 
character regarding the fundamentals of union- 


Every well-informed artist who is honest and 
fairminded admits =~ the reason the White 
Rats Actors’ Union does not succeed is because 
it is not right and never was right. 

It started out wrong, has kept weg ee 
less of the repeated warnings of its — 
wishers, and continues to remain wrong despite 
the fact that the way the organization is man- 
aged has from its very inception been a demon- 
strated failure, 

While incompetent and perverted leadership 
may have brought discredit on the organization. 
it is in no sense responsible for ite lack of 
prestige or for its * ar a beneficial and 
protective Institution, If they had officers with 
the host of intentions and perfectly honest the 
resulta would still be the same if they concen- 
trated all their power in New York City and 
refused to recognize the right of every locality 
to have complete jurisdiction over all matters 
chiefly concerning their home territory, 

The head of the W. A. ,., and ita Board 
of Pirectora have no more right to dominate 
the home affaira of each and every locality than 
the President of the United States and hie enb- 
inet have to dictate to every municipal'ty in the 
country how their domestic affairs must be reg- 
ulated, 

Samuel Gompers knows this and so does every 
labor lender, Rut it seeme na if the actor 
themeelves dre ahout the only ones who do not 
know ft. When they understand the real mean. 
ing of local autonomy they will strive to have ft. 
and it only requires a determined fight to make 
Iten reality. 

That le why I wonld ike to % The Pillboart 
help to give na tene insteht of all if means to 
them bv giving them unlimited opportunity to 
argue its merits, Your long ‘experience with 


this subject makes you eminently fitted to edit 
it so that nothing a a personal nature would 
de allowed to creep in to mar the good effect. 
And even if you could not find the time to 
handle it yourself I know there are many able 
aud conscientious artists who would only too 
glad to lend their assistance. 

There will always be unrest and dissatisfac- 
tion as long as the present methods are in vogue, 
The rank and file will never be contented until 
they have a share in all the workings of the 
organization and are fully informed on all 
matters that vitally affect their interests. When 
full responsibility for the organization is placed 
directly on their shoulders and nothing can be 
done without the consent of the majority they 
are not liable to do anything that will jeopardize 
their own welfare. 

What the actors need more than anything else 
is practical home rule or local autonomy, and 


there will be chaos amongst organized artists 


until they get it. 

Personally I believe the only reason they a 
not making a more determined attempt to pay tt 
is because they are not sufficiently educated to 
understand the benefits that will accrue by man- 
aging their own affairs instead of entrusting 
them to the care of designing individuals. 

I am positive that a free and open discussion 
of this matter would quickly bring them to 
— senses and cause the establishment of 
locals where they would do the most 
Will The Billboard help?

HINTS FOR BEGINNERS 


Leaving off with the unemployed leg we will 
now take up another very important feature, 
that of striking off. To a re a firm strike, 
which shall produce the um of power and 
yet not disturb the balance or be unsightly, 
much practice is required.

ENERGETIC EVA 


Eva Tanguay Films Co. five-part comedy feature. 
Released by State rights. 


A riot of action, with plenty of human in- 
terest apd a really interesting story, best char- 
acterizes this initial effort of Eva Tanguay, the 
world’s greatest comedienne, upor ber entry 
into the screen world.

When wealth has overtaken him the 
artist offers his model the luxury of his palatial 
home, but Eva, having acquired an interest in 
pig. decides to go back on the hill with her 
grandfather. where in the finale she is pictared 
once more the happy-go-lucky child, surrounded 
by ber pigs and other animals of the farm. 
During the action of the picture opportunity is 
afforded the cyclonic comedienne to display her 
ability as a fighter; one scene, in which she 
beste an unwelcome admirer, being most real- 
tic, Then, too, opportunity is given ber to 
display some of the many marvelous and inde- 
acribable costumes with which she has been de- 
lighting vaudeville audiences for some years. 
There can be no denying the fact that Eva has 
made good as a rein star.“ Energetic Eva 
fs all that the name implies, and. as a State- 
right proposition, undoubtedly will be much in 
demand, with every assurance of producing big 
returns. Tanguay’s next picture—for she surely 
will produce more—will certainly be awaited 
with interest.—EDDIE.
